"Hence we must banish aU the unpleasant things from our minds whioh we know are only fabric, 
of the vision, which orrtglneted soley tn the WM1 mind, of Satan's followers. And 1 want total 
you honey, that when I was In Dallas visiting Luollle Korthouer Newman (her daughter), which 
time you may remember a do, for I went with mother to see Cousin Florence Korthouer), that 
your dear mother, Gertrude (Balaton Baokworth), told us all about how your father was "framed. 
I've even forgotten aome of the details: but die point la, that Vlotor was Innocent, an Innocent 
viotlmof eireumstsaoee. . . all, of which you, of oourse. know.

Am tot mush account, am afraid, for muoh of anything, but to give you 
all my love and best wishes. Love to all the family, Lovingly, Cousin Florence Korthouer. " 



You see. It has always been my claim that my mother wished to turn over to me the evidence

(The next day, Sunday, my Aunt Nettle Mae and my first husband (hersohel Ambrose Watson) 
went through all of mother's things to search out for weapons, for Booth said my mother wae 
dangerous. . . and so her pistol was taken to the Booth home. . . the first time she had been 
without it fbr years. . . and there la other testimony recently from H. A. Watson that another 
gun appeared. . .and I have stagnated that Anderson oould have gone after one when he learned 
mother's pistol had been taken... I know he suspected Carl Booth! for we talked of fills thing. . . 
even as 1 talked to him almost two hours on Saturday, March 29, 1928.

"MaoArthur said to a statement Issued in Tokyo Saturday feat fee Chinos Communists laokod 
the industrial oapaeily to wage modern war. He said they froed fee risk of ootlapen^if fee UR 
decided not to contain fee war in fee area of Korea. 

"He offered within his authority as UN military commander to oonfer with fee enemy oommander 
In chief on military mesne by which 'fee realisation of fee political objectives of fee UN in 
Korea. . . . might be accomplished without further bloodshed. 1 

"A plan for a new approach to Communist China may have been wreoked by Gen. MaoArthur's 
latest move la fee Korean War, ' said fee London Daily Herald, organ of fee labor g over nm ent 
'Gen. MaoArthur, wearing his self-tailored mantle of pro-oounsul, coupled his invitation for 
a truce wife an implied threat of an extension of the war into Communist Chlm itself. ' 

"It Is clear, the conservative Dally Telegraph said, feat fee State Department In Washington is 
'once again very annoyed wife Gen. MaoArthur. 

"The (UN) General Assembly becomes embarrassed, resentful or partly incredulous when 
Gen. MaoArthur. . .speaks agan of carrying fee war to fee Chinese mainland, 1 fee tiMlapemliml 
London Times said, "...he outs aoroes nearly everything feat has bean said and done at '*** 



"MaoArthur roused fee British Communist newspaper Daily Worker to ask: 'Who fee hell is 
MaoArthur feat he should claim any such fUnottons ?* 

"MaoArthur's offer, supplemented wife hardly veiled warnings and threatening*, runs fee 
risk of upsetting fee whole situation by giving rise to Chinese suspicions, ' said fee Conservative 
Paris newspaper Oigaro. 'Had MaoArthur wanted to kill fee egg, he could have done it no better. ' 

"The conservative Le Monde said the declaration was "especially inopportune. ' The SOCIALIST

One I do recall the LORD told me of. .. He told me that if my fatter had been permitted 
to tell that lease, obtain the $3, 000, 000 cash that he would havu become rich and fomma, and 
would have mss sen of wealth. . . that hie name of Hackwerth would have sprung up 

into prominence. . . thst if this h*d happened, the LORD would not have been able to aeoompllsh 
hie secret work. . . the work being of producing s woman to osu f o u nd the wise. . . eneh ■ woman 
being made to sens so very fbollah, etc. when! understood this, learning it was the perfect 
will of the LORD ter my fatter to be degraded and kept down all hie life, etc. , 1 wept very 
bitter tears, as I recalled his life and his disappointments and trials. . .yet always cheerful 
and his hope never lagging! And at the same time the LORD told me the enemy had slain my 
mother sad her seoood husbands that Carl C. Booth had done thin deed. . . and In time the LORD 
mould shew me the reasons thsreter. I can understand all of this so much better now. . . for 
bow much better to go down Into history as the fatter of one ordained by the LORD. . .oven the 
seed being In my tetter's gfciver. . .how much better thst. . . than to posssnn grant wealth! 

And it was from my mother's womb 1 waa taken by the LORD. . . bow much better to go down 
into history ss being the mother of one annotated and foreordained. . . even that ou whom Ood 
deelareo to be his serrate "O Israel" with a work out out ter such s one ss I am. . .the woman 
given birth by my precious mother .... how mock greater this In than to amass wealth, then 
be forgotten, ete. 

Now, regarding Carl C. Booth: the last I heard of him was when I pa ll ed my aunt, Nettie Mae 
Ralston Booth, to say to her that the LORD had told me to tell her to bo very oarefol. . . that 
her life was In dai«er, ete. At the time she told mo that she was planning to move back into 
her plaoe on 2121 ♦ Street. . .that "Uncle Carl" wan suffering from arthritis. I lot her 

know plainly that the danger would eome from him. Than my sister in Alburqoque wrote 
mo last week she had hsard from "Aunt Nettle Mao Booth. " (My slater was sixty year* old 
on rob. 14, 1967. • . Ante Nettle Mac's birthday in ou Feb. 13th Carl Booth, as the inform- 

ant on my mother's death certificate gave his wife's birthday of Feb. 13th as being that of 
my mother. . . showing bow ho eonnooted the too of them together in his mind at thst time of 
March SO, 1928.) 

1 do believe that Carl C. Booth has in his files or hidden papers the story of Kennedy's assassi- 
nation. . .that oven ho ban h opes of beeomtag famous (after death 7) of being another Booth re- 
sponsible for a President's assassination, even as I have heard him say he wished he had been 
the Booth to murder Lincoln. . .olatzniag that Booth escaped and was related to him. . .that he 
lived out his life in Chappell Hill, Texas, or something or somewhere Uko that, etc. . . . that 
the Catholies had bean behind the murder of Ilnooln. . . and I know that Booth had an affinity 
tor Catholic priests, etc. I know there was a connection between the present Sheriff Bill 
Decker and Booth, even with the late Ed Cobb who was County Clerk in Dallas... he worked 
with my mother in the Courthouse up to her death in 1926. . .

hue band (Edwin Henry Shadier) and myeelf atayed In hie (Booth's) home. He la die hnaband 
of my mot er'e slater. The addreea le 9091 Bannat St. . Dallas, Teaaa. One morning he took 
my husband with him to ooUeot on Zero-pUtee (refrigeration). I went with my aunt, who la a 
precious person and unaware (B eaming ly) of Me mis-deeds, I believe. My aunt spoke tome 
of a horrible dream she had had— that she dreamed of blood, blood, all night long— eo we 
both bowed our heeds In prayer In the ear before s ta rtlng off, asking die LORD to protect us. 

That afternoon my husband oame home shaking all over. He said he had never had sueh a 
terrible time In all his life. He said the steering wheel of die oar driven by Booth oame off 
on top of a Mil, and he said he had felt like he would be killed any minute. But none of us 
suspected anything deliberately.

1 remember 1 used to wonder where he got 
all his money from without working, and why his brother (Sunner BooM of Dalton), who wons 
Zero Plate in Dallas, let him do aa he pleased, etc. , aa if he owned Me plant and his brother 
waa under hie direction, instead of Tice versa." 

Mr. Hoover, aside from my personal Interests and experiences wlM Mia man BooM, what if 
he la a leading communist? I have believed all along that in some manner he would be connected 
wlM the plan to assassinate Me late President, John Pltagerald Kennedy, in Dallas.
